Space permitting, you might 
set up four tables, Mexican, 
French, Italian, and Danish—one 
in each corner of the room, and 
decorate each table differently: 
for the Mexican corner, perhaps 
a wild pink cloth plus flamboyant, 
carved Mexican candles; a bright 
blue cover for Denmark and a 
cluster of mini-tapers in a Scandi- 
navian holder; green for Italy 
with Chianti bottle candlesticks; 
white damask or lace for France 
and am elegant candelabrum. 

Let the Mexican menu feature 
tacos, those hearty, piquant, tor- 
tilla-folded snacks. A hot tray with 
cover dome will keep the previous- 
ly heated tortillas warm, and the 
spicy meat mixture can be held at 
the right temperature in an elec- 
trically heated dish or over a can- 
dle warmer, Add a bowl of finely 
shredded lettuce, dishes of grated 
onion and store cheese, and a boat 
of fiery hot sauce (to be had in 
the Mexican food sections of many 
grocery stores), and let each guest 
make his own fresh taco to taste. 
Small paper plates are indicated. 

The sandwiches à la Francaise 
would be of a daintier variety:

Bar-le-Duc and cream cheese be- 
tween very, very thin slices of 
white bread; chopped chicken and 
mushrooms melded with hollan- 
daise sauce spread on brioche 
slices or on rich ege bread. 

Smørrebrød or Danish “but- 
tered bread," as their open-faced 
sandwiches are called, are fanci- 
fully pretty as well as filli 
table flowers, butter sw 
of garnishes delight the eye as well 
as adding taste and texture. For in- 
stance, on buttered black bread, 
smoked salmon decked out with 
lemon slices and capers; delicates- 
sen-sliced rare, roast beef dusted 
with black pepper on buttered 
brown bread and trimmed with 
fresh horseradish curls; tiny 
shrimp, or coarsely chopped 
shrimp mixed with mayonnaise 
and set off with cucumber slice 

For the serious trencherman. 
the Italian specialities are most re- 
warding. As a foundation, baskets 
of Italian bread split or in wedge- 
sized pieces, and/or halved, hard 
rolls. For fillings, a casserole of 
hot, small meat balls, a dish of 
roasted peppers, and a platter of 
Genoa salami, pepperoni sausage 
slices. To top them off, a dish of 
tomato sauce and a bowl of an- 
chovies. Everyone to his own folly. 
A supply of larger paper plates 
would be welcome at this table. 

With all this international 
sandwichery, it might be fun to 
serve in addition to the usual bev- 
erages, Mexican beer and a chilled 
‚ akvavit, and Chianti.

OF WAGNER 


How you can explore it without 
having to stand in line for tickets

The hardest tickets to come by in 
New York this season will be those 
for the new Metropolitan Opera 
production of gner's Die Wal- 
kiire, which will open November 
21 and be repeated intermittently 
until March 4. Several ingredients 
have combined to create this surge 
of excitement: the prestigious Aus- 
trian conductor Herbert von Kara- 
jan, who makes his Met debut in 
the new production; the contro- 
versial sets, brought to New York 
intact from the Salzburg Festival; 
the glamour-laden cast of singers. 
But basic to it all is the command- 
ing presence of Richard Wagner, 
whose musie dramas continue to 
attract capacity audiences, more 
devoted and voracious today than 
ever. 

If you can manage to get in 
to a Wagner performance at the 
Metropolitan this winter, well and 
good, But if you can’t, don’t des- 
pair. Listening to Wagner at home 
in up-to-date stereo is superior in 


many respects to anything you will 
experience in the 
Even veteran opera buffs will con- 
cede that the fantastic world of 
Wagnerian music drama, with its 
and rainbow 
bridges and fire-encircled rocks, 
is better envisioned in the mind's 
eye than 
theatre, 
The most cunningly executed 
stage settings cannot compare to 
the scenes we can visualize under 
the stimulating influence of Wag- 
ner’s music. And only rarely do 
sopranos and tenors with the re- 
quisite Wagnerian lung power 
come close to resembling the sin- 
ewy and svelte women de- 
picted in the librettos. Generally 
speaking, when it comes to Wag- 
ner in the opera house, seeing is 
not believing. You can, of course, 
always shut your eyes. But in that 
case, why go to the opera house at 
all?

Today there is a wide range of 
complete performances on records 
from which to choose, For exam- 
ple, a production of Die Walküre

Karajan conducts this new Deut- 
sche Grammophon recording, and 
the cast is equal in quality to that 
appearing at the Met. In the Met 
production and on the records Jon 
Vickers and Gundula Janowitz are 
the lovers, Siegmund and Sieg- 
linde; on the recording Thomas 
Stewart sings Wotan and Jose- 
phine Veasey 
are heard in the roles of Fricka 
and Hunding. The major change 
in casting is the Briinnhilde—

Tn the recording, Karajan em- 
phasizes the luscious opulence of 
Wagner's music. The Berlin Phil- 
harmonic's strings glow with warm 
intensity and the brasses represent 
the last word in burnished splen- 
dor, Against this dark, softly 
cushioned orchestral background, 
the cast gives a performance of 
unconventionally intimate propor- 
tions. Every word comes across 
with pointed immediacy, so that 
the drama seems less epical and 
grandiose than we have been led 
to expect. T

The Ring in toto 


During the next three years Kara- 
jan will record for Deutsche Gram- 
mophon and produce at the Met 
the three other operas that com- 
prise Wagner's “Ring” eycle—Das 
Rheingold, Siegfried, and Götter- 
dümmerung.

niques could be used to make a 
music drama “move” by means of 
sound alone, It remains one of the 
most successful staged-for-stereo 
productions in the catalogue. Not 
only are the singers deployed back 
and forth across the invisible 
stereo stage, but all sorts of in- 
genious sound effects and elec- 
tronic tricks are used to vivify the 
action. The passage of Wotan and 
Loge through the anvil-hammering 
din of the Nibelungens’ cavern, 
the heaven-splitting thunder and 
lightning that dissolve the mists 
around Valhalla, the distant chant 
of the Rhine maidens—all come 
across with brilliant, image-filling 
realism. Rheingold and the three 
sueceeding albums in the London 
recording of the *Ring" are truly 
spectacular stereo productions. 

The Hungarian conductor 
Georg Solti is in charge of these 
performances throughout. He leads 
the Vienna Philharmonic Orches- 
tra and a dazzling constellation of 
star singers—including Birgit Nils- 
son, Dietrich Fischer-Dieskau, Kir- 
sten. Flagstad, Joan Sutherland 
(who has a bit part in Siegfried), 
and the veteran bass Hans Hotter. 
Solti’s approach is more abrasive 
and sharply etched than Kara- 
jan’s, and the singers adhere more 
closely to the traditionally heroic 
manner of interpreting Wagner. 
To recommend one conductor over 
the other would be foolhardy when 
both have so much to recommend 
them, Some people will prefer 
Karajan’s silken suavity, some will 
favor Solti's jabbing sparkle—and 
some won't be content until they 
have both of these recordings in 
their collection. 


The greatest Isolde 


A similar embarrassment of riches 
greets the Wagnerite in search of 
a recorded Tristan und Isolde. For 
many years the choice was easy. 
Toward the end of her career, Kir- 
меп Flagstad sang in a complete 
recording for Angel Records that 
seemed virtually unimprovable. 
Not only did it have the great Nor- 
wegian soprano in thrillingly 
splendid voice (even in her late 
fifties Flagstad could outsing col- 
leagues half her age), but it was 
directed by the most esteemed 
Wagnerian conductor of recent 
history, the late Wilhelm Furt- 
wüngler. Although the other par- 
ticipants in this recorded Tristan 
were not quite so noteworthy, they 
were at the very least entirely ade- 
quate, and the performance 
reached heights of passion and 
sustained power rarely encoun- 
tered, either on stage or records. 

Recently the supremacy of 
this recording has been challenged 
by a newer version of Tristan re- 
corded on the stage of the Bay- 


reuth Festspielhaus. The Isolde of 
this one is Birgit Nilsson and Karl 
Böhm is in the pit—both estimable 
musicians, if not, in my opinion, 
quite the equal of Flagstad and 
Furtwängler. But to help tip the 
scales in its favor, this new Deut- 
sche Grammophon production has 
a more persuasive singer in the 
role of Tristan (Wolfgang Wind- 
gassen) and far more up-to-date 
engineering. Although the sound 
of the monaural Angel set was 
good for its time, it begins to seem 
dim and lusterless when compared 
to the striking stereo spread of 
the newer recording. Take your 
choice: a unique performance of 
Tristan in dated sound or a better- 
than-average performance in su- 
perb stereo. The dedicated Wag- 
nerite will probably want to have 
both. 

Fortunately, there is less 
need for equivocation when it 
comes to Parsifal, Wagner's last— 
and some say his greatest—music 
drama. From the standpoint of 
both interpretation and engineer- 
ing. the album to have is the 
Philips set, recorded from the Bay- 
reuth stage in 1962 with conductor 
Hans Knappertsbusch in charge. 
True, some of the singing is less 
than ideal, but the performance as 
a whole wonderfully conveys the 
mystical eloquence of this score, 
and the stereo microphones man- 
age to capture the special quality 
of Bayreuth's acoustics. 


The best is yet to come 


Tn the case of Lohengrin and Die 
Meistersinger, the best advice for 
the armchair listener is to wait. 
(Lohengrin will also be performed 
at the Met this year, as will Der 
Fliegende Holländer.) None of the 
currently available recordings can 
be recommended with unqualified 
enthusiasm. There is marvelous 
orchestral playing by the Boston 
Symphony and fine engineering in 
the RCA Victor recording of 
Lohengrin, but the singing is me- 
dio Conversely, there is some 
wonderful singing in the Rich- 
mond set of Die Meistersinger 
(most particularly the incompara- 
ble Paul Schoefller as Hans 
Sachs), but the 1950-vintage mon- 
aural sound can't begin to do jus- 
tice to the richness of Wagner's 
instrumentation. 

These gaps in the Wagner 
discography will undoubtedly be 
filled before too long. Meanwhile, 
the armchair Wagnerite already 
has plenty of good material to 
keep him happy. He can forget 
about those "Sold Out" signs at 
the Met and revel in the intoxica- 
tion of this music as it fills the liv- 
ing room with swirling sound and 
the mind's eye with the fabulous 
creations of Wagner's imagination.

with patterned gift wrappings to adorn your tree 


Much of the fun of Christmas is creating decorations with your own 
hands. From some of this year’s gift wrapping papers you can make 
dashing ornaments by cutting out the motifs and pleating them or 
stiffening them with cardboard, and finishing them with ribbons and 
beads, The ornaments below were designed especially for H&G with a 


sampling of Norcross gift papers and Festive Tie. 


STAR MEDALLION (from “Golden Radiance” paper). Back one of the 


nch pieces 


larger medallion motifs with cardboard and glue two 
of 54-inch Festive Tie, crisscrossed, to the back. Fray the ribbons by 
removing the selvage threads on each side and unraveling the filler 
from the metallic warp. To each point of the medallion, glue one of the 
smaller medallion motifs, and paste a second set of medallions to the 
back of the ornament to hide the cardboard. 


MOBILE (from "Stained Glass” paper). Cut out a 3%4-inch square of 
paper, taking as your center one of the yellow-and-purple 1-inch squares 
in the pattern, then trim to shape of ornament (see below). Back with 
cardboard, and cover reverse side with duplicate motif. Cut out ten 
34-inch squares to make five reversible cardboard-stiffened pendants. 
Wire one to top of ornament, and three to bottom. With a razor, cut 
out the yellow-and-purple center of the ornament, and hang the fifth 
pendant with a small piece of wire to the top of the opening. 


PLEATED ROSETTE (from “Castilian Red” paper). You start this with 
a 20-inch strip of the paper, 154 inches wide, which has points along 
one edge, following the scalloped line of the pattern, Using these points 
as а guide, accordion-fold the strip, join the ends, then form into a 


rosette, Glue pleated rosette to a 24-inch disk of cardboard, and insert 


a bead at the center to hide cardboard. To the back of the cardboard, 
glue eight 41-inch pieces of Festive Tie, crisscrossed, and fray the 


ends as in the star medallion, below. 


BAUBLE (from “Rose Elegance” paper). Cut out in one piece six of the 
larger connecting motifs that resemble Christmas tree balls, plus an 
extra half-motif at each end. Starting at left, fold back the half-motif, 
rs and 
joinings. Open folds and spread face down on table. Cover back of strip 


then accordion-pleat the rest of the strip by folding at motif cen 


with rubber cement and press together each of the pleats. Press wire 
along the length of the spine and make a hanger loop. Fan out the folds.

The New 
York Botanical Garden, in con- 
junction with the McGraw-Hill 
Publishing Company, and with the 
help of private investors, has now 
published the second volume of its 
series on the Wildflowers of the 
United States. This two-section 
volume covers the Southeast. The 
first volume, published last winter, 
covered the herbaceous plants of 
the northeastern U.S. and costs 
$39.50. The new work contains 
more plants and pages and sells 
for $44.50. A good deal of the ex- 
tra content has to do with plants 
native to areas where the two re- 
gions adjoin. The repetition of text 


and identical color plates from the 
first volume, which may at first 
seem unnecessary, is probably 
justified by the assumption—in 
part suggested by the cost of the 
volumes—that many prospective 
purchasers will buy only the book 
covering the area of their special 
interest. And if a plant will grow 
in their region, no matter where 
else it may be found, they will 
want it in the volume they buy. 
This project remains stupen- 
dous and unique, offering as it 
does a photograph, in color and 
usually in a proper habitat, of 
virtually every one of the enor- 
mous number of plants described. 
Only herbaceous plants of general 
interest to gardeners and nature 
lovers are covered—no woody 
plants, for example, no mosses, no 
fungi—but far from diminishing 
the scope of the effort, that limita- 
tion only emphasizes its impor- 
tance. The great virtues of the first 
volume remain: the clarity of Dr. 
Harold Rickett’s text, the organi- 
zation of the plants by families, 
the quality of hoth typography and 
color reproductions. The disad- 
vantages of the first volume also 
remain: the fact that there is no 
cross-reference by page or plate 
number from text to pictures 
(they were produced in different 
countries, assembled here for 
binding): that no real sense of 


scale or size is provided (one pho- 
tograph on a page represents, 
perhaps, a blossom 3 inches in 
diameter on a plant 2 feet high, 
and another photograph, of about 
the same size, depicts a plant 2 
inches high with a score of florets 
each as big as the head of a map- 
ping pin). Both of these deficien- 
cies could be remedied in later 
volumes, and we hope they will be, 
even if it is necessary for the 
sponsors and publishers to main- 
tain a slightly slower production 
schedule. Because this work, while 
botanically precise and surely of a 
quality to hold the respect of pro- 
fessionals, is actually intended for 
amateurs, it should be so designed 
that it will be of the greatest pos- 
sible use to them. But the fact that 
the second volume, like the first, 
is such a delight to see and peruse 
is reason enough for stretching the 
budget to buy it.

Lean-to wind frame. Other 
plants than broadleaf evergreens 
may also need special winter safe- 
guards. In addition to protection 
against an excess of sun (admit- 


tedly the most important single 
hazard of the cold season in the 
North Temperate Zones), they 
will need protection against pelt- 
ing rain, sleet, heavy wet snow (all 
capable of forming ice around 
plant crowns and on plant leaves 
and branches), as well as against 
blustery winds. Some gardeners go 
to the trouble of erecting the same 
kind of burlap-on-frame screens 
that are used to protect prize box- 
woods, hollies, and rhododendrons. 
But there are simpler expedients 
where a number of plants are 
grouped together or where a varie- 
ty of plants, both shrubby and 
herbaceous, can be included in a 
single bed for winter care before 
going to more permanent positions 
the following spring. Among the 
best of these is the two-sided cor- 
ral, with roof, that gives protection 
from the prevailing winds (say 
north and west, or north and east, 
in the North Temperate Zone) and 
Írom storms of any kind. You can 
make this corral with the assist- 
ance of the ever helpful snow 
fence. The fencing alone will pro- 
vide protection at the sides. Fenc- 
ing supported by a framework of 
one-by-two's and topped by cheese- 
cloth or tobacco cloth (the type 
used to shade tobacco fields in 
summer) will break the force of 
rain, but permit the descent of 
moisture, and will cut down the 
impact of heavy snows, but allow 
fine dry snow to sift through.

The Blockbusters 


Every year, in time for Christmas, 
the major publishing houses pre- 
sent a selection of very special 
books that usually have several 
points in common: they are large 
in format (*coffee-table" 
and generally esoteric in subject 
matter. They are handsomely illus- 
trated, usually with a large num- 
ber of plates in exquisite color. 
The printing and reproduction are 
meticulous. They tend to be more 
for browsing than reading, al- 


tomes ) 


though the text is often very eru- 
dite. And they are expensive! In 
short. these are books that make 
wonderful presents, delightful to 
receive, but you probably would 
think twice about buying one of 
them for yourself.

The Prices spend as much time in their 
kitchen as they can—which is not much. 
Inordinately busy people, they are as apt 
to have a hamburger on the run as Lob- 
ster Savannah at leisure. (They are prob- 
ably the only people in the world who 
managed to wheedle the recipe for the lat- 
ter lusciousness out of Boston’s old 
Locke-Ober's.) They travel like twin Gul- 
livers, spiraling the world, making films, 
buying pictures. Some they keep, some 
they sell, a few are quietly banished to 
limbo. “I must admit to having acquired 
a dog or two,” says Mr. P. 

As a rule, Mrs. Price leaves the 
choice of paintings to her husband. “He’s 
an authority, and I’m not going to make 
any boo-boos." She loves kitchen curiosa 
—old molds, antique gadgets (as long as 
they work), copper pots and pans. Most 
of these she finds in France, and—like 
her Christmas tree—her kitchen always 
has room for another gross, arranged 
with the same care she would give to the 
ornamentation on a period costume. Such 
are the demands and rewards of expertise. 

Home from their travels, the Prices 
rest for five minutes, then work. Besides 
writing a syndicated column on art for 
thirty newspapers, Mr. Price is Commis- 
sioner of Indian Arts and Crafts for the 
U.S. Department of the Interior. This 
takes a bit of fieldwork, but when he isn’t 
digging for artifacts, he comes home to 
his own fields and grows cymbidiums the 
Burpees would envy. 

Mrs. Price, in the meantime, has 
probably been making tiles. She has her 
own kiln, and a great deal of the flooring 
and wall-facing in the house came out of 
that hard-working little oven. She also 
has a daughter to nurture, amuse, and 
dress. "I don’t know why, perhaps be 
cause Vin played Prince Albert for so 
long, but Vicky looks like a Victorian 
child, so І sometimes dress her like one. 
I loathe sewing, but for some perverse 
reason, I’m good at it. My mother always 
reminded me that it was a gift—like 
Mozart's, and ‘remember, dear, they had 
to lock him in the attic to get any music 
out of him. So I sew for Vicky—not

in the marvelous kitchen 
of a famous cook: 


“One of the nicest ways to celebrate Christmas,” says Julia Child, 
television’s “French Chef” and co-author of Mastering the Art of 
French Cooking, “is with something delicious to eat.” When she 
and her husband Paul Child, who is a painter and photographer, 
invite friends for one of their superb meals at Christmastime, they 
love to set the table—if the party is only for six or eight—right 
in the kitchen. Agleam with copper and fragrant with the good 
smells of baking and cooking, the kitchen seems a particularly 
appropriate, festive setting for Christmas entertaining. "Besides 
wonderful food and wine," says Paul Child, “We love to have 
vood friends and family at Christmas—usually the older genera- 
tion because we have the younger ones at Thanksgiving. So at 
Christmas we have more sophisticated things to eat.” 

A fine time for a small party, the Childs think, is the day 
before Christmas: a luncheon for six with a sumptuous menu. 
The party starts in the library with champagne and páté de foie 
gras topped with chopped truffles (see opposite page, belou 
right) and accompanied by oven-made melba toast. When lunch 
is ready, everyone moves into the kitchen. Small candles flicker 
on the countertop next to the table (see opposite page, top right), 
and the table itself is a lovely festive composition of red and sil- 
ver. At Christmastime the Childs use some of their most decora- 
tive cooking objects in various ways to add a holiday luster. Lots 
of French tinware is mixed with red plates and striped red nap- 
kins and placed directly on the handsome bare Norwegian pine 
table (which Mr. Child keeps a lovely pale color by scrubbing 
with detergent). For a centerpiece, half-a-dozen rice steamers 
are piled with red Christmas tree balls in a large tin bowl. More 
rice steamers and red tree balls are heaped in a three-tiered 
French wire epergne on the countertop. 

The Childs like a menu (see right) that is partly untradi- 
tional. Lobster bisque is served from a tureen on the table. When 
it is time for the next course, Mr. Child carves the roast filet on 
a rolling hot table beside his chair. For dessert, guests move into 
the living room and settle comfortably while Julia Child sets up

“Pd love Christmas to begin long before and last long after,” says 
Mrs. Miles Pelikan of Darien, Conn. She is in fact one of those rare 
people who does seem to make it last longer by scheduling a whole 
seasonful of hospitality. Ever since she was a child in Northern 
Michigan where Christmas was always a big event (“we would make 
gifts for months beforehand and go out into the forest and cut our 
own tree. And sometimes we would be snowed in for days over Christ- 
mas”), Mrs. Pelikan has always felt it important “to live Christmas 


:hoslovakian, also has 


fully.” Her husband, whose ancestry is Cz 
Christmas in his blood. “It isn't Christmas for him,” says his wife, 
"until there's the smell of anise cookies in the air." 

Early in December, the first touch of Christmas appears on the 
Pelikans’ red and white New England salthox—traditional laurel 
wreaths hung on the front door and outside the windows. As Christ- 
mas nears, the house is decked inside for the holiday entertaining. 
[n the two-story living room, swags of evergreens are hung on banis- 
ters of stairs that lead up to a balcony. Red velvet bows are tied 
around the lamps. Bowls are filled with holly, ringed with candles. 


Huge wreaths are hung on each side of the immense living room fire- 


place. and, of course. the tree is set up—tall enough to touch the ceil- 
ing. Then comes the baking: Christmas cookies of all kinds, and a 
gingerbread house that Mrs. Pelikan has been making every year 
since her four children were tiny. Now, all but one of the children 
are grown and live as far away as California, but every year the 
whole family gathers for the holidays and Christmas wouldn't be 


complete without the yearly gingerbread house. Three or four days 


before Christmas there is always a party—forty or fifty friends of all 
ages, invited for 6:30 р.м. (Last year the Pelikans asked their guests 
to come in Colonial costume, which they thought would be fun in the 
saltbox.) Guests arrive to find the whole house lighted with masses 
of red candles, and pungent with the smell of hot punch. Later, there 
is a buffet supper (see menu, above). After that, a young child reads 
The Christmas Story, and there is caroling around the piano. 

For the next few weeks, the Pelikans' hospitality continues. Fruit- 
cake and sherry are always ready for friends who drop in.

In a very tall highball glass put

You need 
a split each of chilled stout and 
champagne. With one in each 
hand, pour simultaneously into a 
tall chilled glass. Drink at once. 
If you use porter instead of stout, 
you will have a plain Velvet; beer 
gives you a Halstead Street Velvet. 


Mimosa 

In a part of the country which 
shall be nameless, this drink is 
also known as a California Sun- 
shine. Half fill a large wineg 
with fresh chilled orange juice, 
then fill to the top with chilled 
champagne. The champagne raises 
your spirits, while the vitamin- 
filled juice aids in the task of 
restoration. 


Champagne Julep 

In the bottom of a tall glass, crush 
a few sprigs of mint with a lump 
of sugar and a tablespoon of wa- 
ter. Half fill with crushed ice, add 
a jigger of cognac, fill up with 
more crushed ice, then add chilled 
champagne to fill the glass, stir- 
ring slowly. Garnish with another 
sprig of mint and sip. 


Not only champagne, but 
other wines make good holiday 
drinks, either by themselves or 
mixed with club soda, water, gin- 
ger ale, or whatever. 


Wine Cooler 
Either red or white wine may be 
used for this; they are equally 
good. Muddle 2 teaspoons of sugar 
in a highball glass with a little 
water until the sugar is dissolved. 
Add a teaspoon of orange juice, 
then ice cubes, and fill the glass 
with any wine you like. 


Wine Cobblers 

Cobblers may be made of almost 
any wine. They are served in large 
wineglasses, about 24 full of finely 
cracked ice. Sprinkle a little sugar 
on the ice, then a teaspoon or so 
of fruit juice or liqueur, then add 
a couple of jiggers of the wine.

Sieve the oatmeal and salt, combine with butter, 
egg yolk, and water, and mix to a smooth paste. 
On an oatmeal-sprinkled board, roll out the paste 
to a circle М” thick and 9" in diameter and 
then cut in pie-shaped wedges. This should yield 
about 12 pieces. Place on a cookie sheet sprinkled 
lightly with oatmeal, Bake in a 350° oven for ap- 
proximately 20 minutes. Leave the oven door 
open, turn the oven to “warm,” and allow the 
oatcakes to dry and crisp. 


Croquembouche 


This spectacular pyramidal dessert is one of the 
most beautiful of pastries. It makes a dramatic 
gift for someone who will appreciate the work 
and planning it entails. Present the croquem- 
bouche on a flat plate or on a board covered with 
bright foil. Decorate the pastry with candied 
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flowers or with tiny, brightly colored candies 
that will give it the effect of a tower of jewels. 
Carefully tie sheets of clear plastic wrap over the 
entire creation, and add a huge bow. 

The following recipe will make two croquem- 
bouches of impressive size. 


Cream Puffs 


1 cup butter 

2 cups sifted flour 
1 teaspoon sale 
6-8 large eggs 


Pastry Cream 


A tablespoons flour 

Ye cup cream 

1% cups scalded milk 

34 cup sugar 

14 teaspoon salt 

1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
Bor9 egg yolks, lightly beaten 
2 teaspoons vanilla extract 


Caramel Syrup 


2 cups granulated sugar 

1 сир firmly packed brown sugar 
16 cup corn syrup 

Pinch salt 


To make the cream puffs, combine 2 cups water 
and the butter in a saucepan and bring to a boil, 
Add flour and salt, and stir over low heat until it 
forms a ball and breaks away from the edge of 
the pan. Remove from heat, Add the eggs one by 
one, beating thoroughly after each addition. The 
dough must be thick enough to stand in peaks 
when it is dropped from a spoon. After adding 6 
eggs, test for consistency. If more egg is needed, 
beat in another bit by bit until you have achieved 
the proper texture. 

Press through a pastry bag equipped with a 
smallish plain tube, or drop by spoonfuls on a 
lightly buttered sheet. The puffs should be the 
size of a Ping-Pong ball when baked. 

Bake in a 375° oven until puffs are nicely 
browned and no beads of moisture remain, Punc- 
ture each one with a knife and allow to rest in 
the oven with the heat off for another 10 minutes, 
Remove and cool. This amount of dough makes 
about 60-70 puffs. 

Meanwhile, make the pastry cream. Combine 
the flour with the cream in a saucepan and grad- 
ually stir in the scalded milk. Place over low heat, 
cook until mixture is thickened, and simmer for 
a few minutes thereafter. Add sugar and salt and 
simmer again, stirring constantly. Dissolve the 
gelatin in М cup water. 

Temper the egg yolks by stirring in a bit of 
the hot sauce, Then gradually stir this mixture 
into the rest of the sauce and cook for a few mo- 
ments over low heat, being careful the mixture 
does not boil, Add the dissolved gelatin and stir 
in well Finally add the vanilla. Remove the 
sauce to a chilled bowl. Cool. 

When thoroughly cooled, fill the tiny puffs by 
puncturing the bottoms and piping in the cream 
with a pastry bag fitted with a small tube, or 
scoop in the cream with a very small spoon, such 
as a demitasse spoon. 

Make the caramel syrup by combining the 
two sugars, syrup, 44 cup water, and a pinch of 
salt in a heavy saucepan and stirring directly 
over medium high heat until the sugar dissolves, 
Continue cooking, without stirring, until the 
syrup reaches 300* on the candy thermometer 
(brittle stage). Have ready another, slightly 
larger pan % filled with hot water, to make a 
double boiler. Place pan of caramel syrup over 
the hot water. 


Stud croquembouche

To Assemble 


Use an oiled 16" cone mold if you have one 
(oil prevents caramel sticking), or a Styrofoam 
cone covered with foil and oiled, Otherwise your 
eye will have to guide you. The objective is a 
pyramid about 10".12" at the base. Build on a 
covered board or a doily if you are not using the 
mold. Impale bottom of each puff on a fork and 
dip into syrup. Arrange in a circle while sticky, 
using a second fork to slide puffs off and into 
place, Top with another circle slightly indented. 
Continue building circles, each smaller than the 
one below, until you have achieved a beautiful 
pyramid. At the peak you might want to insert a 


confection, glittering Christmas decoration, or a 
final, nicely glazed puff. You might also stud the 
croquembouche with tiny bright candles to sug- 
gest a Christmas tree. This could be a stunning 
centerpiece for someone's holiday table. If you 
use the cone mold as your form, remove it after 
puffs have set in place. 


Brandy Snaps 


These fragile beauties are so delicious it is a 
shame they must be treated with such care. How- 
ever, if you roll them in tissue paper of various 
colors and place them in a clear plastic or glass 
jar, they will remain intact. Be sure to put a 
"fragile" sticker on the puckage so that the small 
fry don't shake it to guess what's inside.

Christmas Wreaths 


These are exceedingly festive, but take a good 
deal of work. When they are decorated, however, 
and packed in a box— perhaps a clear plastic one 

they make an unusual and delightful gift, well 
worth the trouble. 


For each wreath: 


1 cup almond paste 

l egg, slightly beaten 

Candied cherries 

Vo pound (approximately) puff paste 
1 egg beaten with 2 tablespoons cream 
Candied fruits for decoration 


There are several good brands of almond paste 
available that are lightly sweetened. One or two 
brands have (for me, anyway) too much almond 
extract in them, Experiment and choose one to 
your taste. Knead the paste and then combine 
with the beaten egg. It should not be too soft, so 
it is best to add the egg a little at a time, until 
the paste is flexible, but firm enough to be rolled 
into a sausage shape. Insert several candied cher- 
ries in the paste before you roll it. 

Roll out the puff paste in a long narrow piece 
the length of the almond paste roll and wide 
enough to envelop it. Roll slightly longer to allow 
some leftover puff paste for decoration. Place the 
roll of almond paste on the pastry. Cut off the 
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extra length of pastry and reserve. Wet the edges 
of the pastry with cold water and bring them over 
the almond roll to meet and slightly overlap. Seal 
the edges together firmly. Turn the roll over so 
the sealed seam is underneath, and form into a 
ring, molding gently. Cut the reserved puff paste 
into leaf or flower shapes, moisten with cold wa- 
ter, and attach to the wreath, 

Place on a buttered baking sheet, brush with 
the beaten egg and cream, and bake in a 350° 
oven until nicely browned and puffy, Decorate 
with candied fruits or with a glaze.

Smoked Salmon Hors d^(euvres 


Here is a delicious spread that will delight any- 
one who is giving a cocktail party during the 
holidays. Pack it in small covered crocks attrac- 
tive enough to be brought out. The contents are 
fairly perishable and should be so labeled, 


1 pound smoked salmon, preferably Nova Scotia 
1 medium onion, peeled and thinly sliced 
1 tablespoon capers 
2 teaspoons chopped fresh dill 
or 1 teaspoon dill weed 
1 cup sour cream or V cup sour cream 
and Vo cup mayonnaise 
Freshly ground black pepper 
Chopped parsley 


Cut the salmon into thin strips and mix with 
onion, capers, dill, sour cream, and, if you like, 
mayonnaise, Blend well, spoon into crocks, and 
top with pepper and chopped parsley. Cover and 
chill until ready for wrapping and presentation, 
Makes approximately 3 8-ounce erocks. 


Jambon Persillé 


This Burgundian specialty should be prepared 
with a delicious, mild cured ham. The ham must 
be tender, but not overcooked or grainy. Use a 
good country ham or a ready-to-cook hum, 


10-12 pound ham 

2 quarts chicken broth, reduced and clarified 
2 tablespoons plain gelatin (if needed) 
Chopped parsley 


Cook the ham until very tender. Allow to cool. 
Combine any accumulated pan broth with a rich 
chicken broth which has been clarified and 
skimmed to remove the fat. 

Prepare this recipe in 2 2!5-quart round bowls 
or loaf-shaped molds such as those you use for 
patés and terrines, Test the broth. If it is not 
stiff enough to make a firm jelly when cold, add 
l tablespoon unflavored gelatin for each quart 
of broth. Rinse molds with cold water and spread 
with a layer of chopped parsley. Spoon a layer 
of broth over this, and chill thoroughly. Cut the 
ham in bite-size pieces. Place in mold, alternat- 
ing with chopped parsley and spoonfuls of broth. 
When the mold is filled, weight down; then re- 
move weight, add more parsley, and seal with 
broth. Chill until set. 

A gift of Jambon Persillé should be kept 
refrigerated until the last possible moment and 
then delivered by hand. Present it with instruc- 
tions for serving—it should be cut into thin 
slices in the mold, or unmolded, and accompanied 
by tiny cornichons and hot toast. 


Shrimp Paste 


This is a version of potted shrimp that can be 
used as a spread or as a sauce for certain dishes, 
It will keep, refrigerated, for several days or a 
week. Pack it in little covered pots or glass jars 
with screw tops, and be sure to provide directions 
on the label for proper storage. 


1 clove garlic 

1 onion stuck with 2 cloves 

1 bay leaf 

Sprig parsley 

2 tablespoons salt 

1 tablespoon freshly ground black pepper 
1 cup white wine 

2 pounds shrimp, cleaned, shelled, and deveined

Combine the garlic, onion, seasonings, wine, and 
enough water to cover the shrimp when they are 
cooking. Bring to a boil. Reduce heat and sim- 
mer for 10 minutes. Add the shrimp, bring to a 
boil, and cook for 3-4 minutes, Drain. Chop the 
shrimp very coarsely, Cream the butter with the 
scraped onion and mace, and fold in the shrimp. 
Blend thoroughly and fill small pots or jars with 
the mixture, Chill. Pour melted butter over the 
surface of the paste to seal. Cover and refrigerate, 
Fills about 8 4-ounce jars. 


Teriyaki Marinade 


Those who enjoy the flavor of soy sauce with 
broiled or roasted meats and fish will most likely 
welcome a gift of this delicious marinade. It is 
not a traditional one, but it has been a standard 
in my kitchen for several years now. Bottle the 
marinade in ¥%-pint or pint jars. You might tie a 
bunch of fresh garlic, as well as a piece of fresh 
ginger, to cach jar so that the recipient can add 
them to taste, Wrap the jars beautifully and at- 
tach recipes. As an extra touch you might also 
attach Japanese graters or a pair of cooking chop-

1 pint medium-dry sherry

A jar of it should 
delight any of your friends who take pride in 
their entertaining.

erator, where it will keep nicely for several weeks, 
Although it can also be frozen, it does not hold its 
quality quite as well. Some versions of duxelles 
call for shallots or garlic and flour, but for gener- 
al use, this simple mixture of mushrooms, butter, 
salt, and pepper is best. 


3 pounds mushrooms 


4 pound (approximately) sweet butter 
Salt, pepper to taste 


Wipe the mushrooms with damp paper towels. 
Do not wash or peel, Chop them exceedingly fine. 
Melt ⁄ pound of butter in a heavy skillet and 
add the mushrooms. Cook over very low heat, 
turning from time to time and adding more butter 
as needed. The mushrooms should darken as the 
liquid cooks out, leaving only the butter in the 
pan. At no point should the mushrooms sauté, 
however, When the mushrooms are quite dehy- 
drated and almost black in color (this should 
take 144-2 hours, requiring only an occasional 
stir), season with salt and pepper to taste, Pack

because there were few hous 
But I passed each of my two preci- 
ous days bemused by the beauty of 
the lakes, the great meadows, the 
innumerable eucalyptus trees, and 
the mountains. 


IN ot the least of the horticultural 
delights, apart from those fields 
of fuchsias, was the grace and 
variety of one special tree that 
Chileans call the ulmo. It is actual- 
y Eucryphia glutinosa (pinnati- 
folia), and one of the handsomest 
jg evergreens І have ever seen 
anywhere. It many 
shapes, from modest to grand (75 
eet or so), bears its myriad white 
roselike flowers all season, and is 
found all over southern Chile. Dis- 
covery of this wondrous species 
was one of the major highlights of 
the whole trip.

The ulmo will reach 10 feet in 
England, I am told; 40 feet in Ire- 
land, the Irish swear. It won't grow 
outdoors at all in the temperate 


regions of North America—just 
temperate South America and 


Australia. But gardeners in our far 
South and on the West Coast 
would do well to try it. 


Back north to Santiago, the next 
day, and thence eastward over the 
Andes. The plane took me over 
Aconcagua, at 23,000 feet the high- 
est and wildest peak in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, then slid down to 
the palm-flat pampas. 


Buenos Aires is a beautiful city 
in its beautiful parts, even a little 
like the Paris it is also supposed 
to resemble. In its more acceptable 
districts, it is a city of apartment 
dwellers, Every apartment has at 
least one balcony. And every bal- 
cony has at Jeast one small tree in 
a tub and a satellite platoon of pot- 
ted plants. Ї saw more balcony and 
roof gardens in one small corner 
of Buenos Aires than I can see in 
all of New York City. More bal- 
conies, too, Even the concrete 
ledges on blank building walls had 


their hanging gardens.

A young architect and his wife 
took me to see some of the old 
estancias preads" or planta- 
tions) and a few of the most 
charming houses of the old city.

Blood kin to the Renaissance 
men, he is artist, designer, philoso- 
pher, inventor, jeweler, artisan all 
in one. He is also a truly great 
lantsman, the world's ranking 
authority, for instance, on such 
genera as philodendrons (all 300 
of them) and heliconias.

Marx sitiu, a tapestry flanked 
by arrangement of dried 
grasses, flowers, pods, and fruit. 


he imminent inauguration of 
still another Brazilian president 
fouled up any hope of cruising 
Brasilia, the astonishing capital 
city up on the Planalto that Ro- 
berto (everybody knows him as 
Roberto there) had an important 
hand in designing and landscap- 
ing. So we had to settle for a 
breathless and harum-scarum eve- 
ning in Rio. 


With other members of his fam- 
ily, I spent a day at the Burle Marx 
sitiu, where he spends his leisure 
weekends, raises orchids for the 
cut-flower market, conducts a nurs- 
ery that supplies native plants all 
over Latin America, cooks enorm- 
friends, and 
maintains a plant museum to boot. 
Under huge wattle shades, he 
grows the most inclusive collection 
of philedendrons in the world, 
along with a full roster of maran- 
tas, bromeliads, and 
knows what else. The temperature 
was hot, even for Rio, To breathe 
was to sweat profusely, The sitiu 
is hilly and I was lugging a 20- 
pound camera case. I could have 
used those wattle shades myself.

One unforgettable day was de- 
voted to Petropolis and the Odette 
Monteiro garden (see page 169). 
I settled for this one out of many 
that Burle Marx had done here 
and in nearby Teresopolis because 
I knew it was the special pride of 
Roberto himself. More than most 
of his other landscapes it illus- 
trates his belief that a country’s 
native plants can be, with careful 
understanding, the chief glory of 
even the most private landscape. 


More accessible are the publie 
gardens Burle Marx has designed 
in and around Rio itself—the roof 
gardens at the Museum of Modern 
Art; the waterfront Enseada de 
Botafogo, which is notable for its 
management of that all-important 
landscape element, scale; and his 
pioneer designs for the Ministry 
of Education in downtown Rio. 


| Ty last pleasure in Rio was visit- 
ing the fabulous jewelry shop run 
by Haraldo Burle Marx. Roberto’s 
brother, where you can buy (at fat 
prices) gold and carved 
pieces designed and made by both 
the proprietor and Roberto him- 
self. That was where I did my only 
important shopping—a lovely ab- 
stract carving of an aquamarine 


stone 


set in a plain g gold band. Abstract 
or not, it had a plantlike look, 
which is probably why I bought it.

Finally, dribble-dribble through 
tunnels and traffic to the huge ill- 
smelling airport, and zip-zip, back 
to New York.

exactly 12 at Kennedy when my 
wife met me the next morning. 
With such rude awakenings are 
the best of excursions climaxed.

still wasn't getting anywhere when 
I happened to hear, through the 
Christmas Crib Association of 
Italy, about Signora Marisa Pic- 
coli Catello of Naples, whose fam- 
ily had been collecting Christmas 
figures for over 300 years." 

“She spoke no English, but 1 
could speak just enough Italian 
to implore her to part with some 
of her collection. She was most 
reluctant, but finally she said we 
could buy twenty-two pieces. We 
worked for days figuring out 
which ones. I really think the 
ones we settled on are exquisite.” 

The figures range from 12 to 
18 inches high, They are made of 
wood with hands and faces deli- 
cately carved in the manner as- 
sociated with Italian baroque 
craftsmen, All are richly clothed 
and the wise men-kings are riding 
muscular non-Palestinian looking 
horses rather than camels. 

Discussing the setting he de- 
signed for them, Donald Oensla- 
ger says, “It’s taken almost as 
much work as a play, because I'd 
never done a créche before. But 
I've had a marvelous time with it. 
Because the figures are eighteenth 
century, I’m making the frame as 
much like the baroque theatre of 
that time as possible. The back- 
drop is dark blue velvet studded 
with stars and angels, and the 
whole effect is blue and ivory and 
gold.” 

Along with designer Richard 
Cafler, who is carving the bases 
for the figures and the molding 
or the proscenium, Mr. Oensla- 
ger will come to Washington to 
install the lighting when the 
crèche is set up on December 13. 
For both designers it will be a 
abor of love. 

This year the big White 
House Christmas tree will be dec- 
orated, as it was last year, in 
Early American style, with 960 
ittle “bee” lights and 3,000 small 
ornaments, including nuts, real 
popcorn and cranberry chains, 
candied fruit, wood roses from 
Hawaii, straw stars, toy soldiers, 
drums, pine cones, petticoat lac 
geranium bunches, and ginger- 
bread cookies in the form of 
Santa Claus, snowmen, camels, 
teddy bears, and milkmaids. The 
cookies are baked by Vera Reis 
of New York, and are so tempting 
that after last year’s party for 
underprivileged children, one gin- 
gerbread man was discovered with 
his leg nibbled off. 

Decorating the tree takes at 
least two full days, and is always 
done over a weekend when the 


house is closed to tourists. Dan 
Arje, head of display for Bonwit 
Teller, who also volunteers his 
services. comes down from New 
York with a staff, and under the 
guidance of Bess Abell, Mrs. 
Johnson's incredibly efficient so- 
cial secretary, the trimming pro- 
ceeds, 

While that is going on, the 
White House mantelpieces are 
covered with holly and other 
greens, and mistletoe is hung in 
all the doorways. Felt symbols of 
“The Twelve Days of Christmas,” 
made last year at the First Lady’s 
special request, decorate the large 
mirror of the north hallway. They 
are arranged in a tall tree-shaped 
triangle—the “Partridge in a Pear 
Tree” at the top, the “Twelve 
Drummers Drumming” at the 
base. For the family's private en- 
joyment, a smaller long-needle 
pine tree trimmed with popcorn 
chains, cranberry garlands, and 
small ceramic figures is set up on 
the second floor. 

Every year, there are several 
children's parties, including one 
for diplomatic offspring to which 
e the toddlers come in native 
dress. There are also receptions 
for the distaff members of the 
press and for the White House 
staff. "The Christmas decorating 
is done so exquisitely here," says 
Mrs. Johnson, “that I try to fill 
the house with the people who 
would enjoy it.” 

She keeps her own Christmas 

decorations down at the ranch, 
where the family has celebrated 
every Christmas since 1952. (Not 
since the Eisenhowers has the 
first family spent a Christmas at 
the White House.) 
“One of the great joys of 
Christmas to me is bringing out 
the treasured old things seasoned 
with warmth, like the stockings 
an old-time Texas friend embroi- 
ered for us when Luci was a 
year old. Here at the White House 
Christmas is more impersonal, but 
I enjoy the perfection of it in a 
different way.’ 

How the First Lady will get 
through Lynda Bird's big wed- 
ding early in December, Christ- 
mas entertaining at the White 
House, then family Christmas in 
Texas, all with her traditional 
equanimity is hard to imagine. 
But she is a very strong person, 
with a broad romantic and senti- 
mental streak, so she will un- 
doubtedly carry the whole thing 
off with the unruffled charm and 
unfailing taste which are her 
great gifts to the American public.

THE FOUNTAIN CENTERPIECE owes 
much of its splendor to the Fiber- 
Lite—a 6-foot ponytail of optic 
filaments attached to a metal light 
box about 8 inches long, 5 inches 
wide. (See it unadorned—a Christ- 
mas tree of pure light—on page 
127.) Inside the box, cooled by a 
tiny fan, is a high-intensity bulb 
that, like a movie projector, forces 
light through the filaments. Hair- 
like, the ponytail can be trimmed 
into various lengths with a scis- 
sors; wherever each filament is

cut, a bead forms at its tip and 
glows like a tiny star.

The 
top will fall in a cascade which 
you can clip into varying lengths.

The Complete Book of Mexican 
Cooking by Elisabeth Lambert Or- 
tiz. (M. Evans and Co., $7.95.) 
Readers whose appetites were 
whetted by H&G's Mexican Cook 
Book (September, 1965) will be 
delighted with its author's full- 
length and definitive piece of re- 
search on a rich, unique, and little- 
understood cuisine. Not only a 
valuable cook book, but an enter- 
ining account of Mrs. Ortiz’ dog- 
gedness in tracking down and test- 
ing the authentic recipes. 

The Other Half of the Egg by 
Helen McCully, Jacques Pépin, 
and William North Jayme. (M. 
Barrows & Co., $5.95.) This com- 
pilation of delicious, varied recipes 
should find a permanent place in 
any cook’s library—with real 
imagination and flair it solves the 
eternal problem of what to do with 
spare egg white and yolks, 

The Ballet Cook Book by Tanaquil 
LeClerq. (Stein and Day, $9.95 
pre-Christmas; $12.50 thereafter.) 
The noted prima ballerina has 
gathered the favorite recipes of 
over ninety internationally famous 
personalities of the dance world, 
interspersed them with delightful 
reminiscences and anecdotes about 
the dancers, and illustrated her 
hook with photographs of each 
celebrity in action. All in all, a 
delight to read or browse through, 
and the recipes, from simple sand- 
wiches to complicated gourmet 
treats, are clearly presented. 

We asked H&G's Food and 
Beverage Consultant, James Beard, 
to appraise the books for wine lov- 
ers (a rapidly growing group in 
the U.S.). His conclusions: 

Once in a while books come 
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along that keep one entranced with 
a fresh approach to the subject. 
Three such have recently been 
published. The first is Wine by 
Hugh Johnson (Simon and Schu- 
ster, $10). Mr. Johnson has an as- 
tonishing knowledge of his subject 
and has had the good fortune to 
travel the wine country of Europe 
and America in the company of 
knowledgeable people of the dis- 
tricts. In organization, the book is 
divided simply into the whites and 
the reds, rather than by the re- 
gions of origin. Filled with infor- 
mation and well written, it should 
take its place on the shelves with 
the best of wine literature. 

A second delightful book is 
Harry Waugh's Bacchus on the 
Wing (S. Straker & Sons Ltd., 
$5.50. Available at the British 
Book Centre, 122 E. 55th Street, 
New York, N. Y., 10022). Less a 
reference book than a diary of 
travels in the wine countries, Mr. 
Waugh, one of the directors of 
Cháteau Latour, is well informed 
and his book contains pertinent 
critiques of wine, along with the 
lore of the various wine districts 
of France, Italy, and Germany. 

The third book is Wines of the 
World edited by André L. Simon 
(MeGraw-Hill, $14.95 until Janu- 
ary 1, $20 thereafter). Mr. Simon's 
treatise on. French wines will re- 
main a classic, and he also pro- 
vides an amusing and thoroughly 
non-partisan section on the wines 
of North Africa. The essay on 
Spanish wines is highly informa- 
tive. The volume is weakest on the 
wines of the U. S. and Germany. 
But by and large this is a good ref- 
erence volume with superb pic- 
tures, a generally entertaining text, 
a glossary, maps, and bibliography.
